1. SPOKE THIS MORNING WITH FONMIN DUVAL, WHO HAD AUTHORIZED 
INSTRUCTIONS TO MAURITIAN DELEGATION AT UN CONCERNING VOTE 
AGAINST INVITATION PRG/GRUNK TO LOS CONFERENCE (PORT LOUIS 
1061). 

2. DUVAL SAID WOULD BE MOST DIFFICULT FOR HIM NOW TO EXTEND 
UNILATERALLY SIMILAR INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING OUSTER OF GKR FORM 
UNGA. DUVAL STATED THAT IN FOREGOING CASE HIS INSTRUCTIONS 

HAD BEEN MEANT TO "GET ALONG WITH LOS JOB" WITHOUT INTRODUCING 
EXTRANEOUS POLITICAL CONSIDERATIONS. 

3. IN PRESENT CASE, HOWEVER, DUVAL SAID THAT ALTHOUGH HE 
PERSONALLY DISPOSED SUPPORT GKR ON THIS ISSUE, RECENT GOM 
CABINET MEETING HAD COME AROUND IN FAVOR SUPPORT GRUNK. 
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4. DUVAL SUGGESTED THAT INTERVIEW BE SOUGHT DIRECTLY WITH 

PRIMIN RAMGOOLAM AND THAT HE, DUVAL, WOULD AGREE MAKE RECOMMENDA-
